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The Mid-Monthly Review 


The Eighty-Sixth Annual Meeting of the American Dental Association, limited 
by wartime restrictions to the transaction of business, was held at the Stevens Hotel, 
Chicago, October 16-18 with an approximate attendance of five hundred... . 
Sterling V. Mead, ‘District of Columbia, was named President Elect. Harry B. 
Pinney, General Secretary, and Roscoe H. Volland, Treasurer, were named to 
succeed themselves for another term. . . . Six trustees were elected : LeRoy M. Ennis, 
Third District; Edward J. Jennings, Fourth District; Clyde E. Minges, Fifth Dis- 
trict; Carlos H. Schott, Seventh District; Harold W. Oppice, Eighth District and 
Clarence J. Wright, Ninth District. . . . King, Omaha, McNeil, Chicago, and Clif- 
ford, Hartford, Conn., were named Vice Presidents. 

The selection of a meeting place for next year was left to the decision of the 
Board of Trustees because of developments that may grow out of the war. 

Much of the discussion in the Board of Trustees and in the House of Delegates 
centered around plans for the postwar period and programs to aid the returning 
dental officers. . . . Efforts to put such programs into action were initiated by the 
House of Delegates, which authorized various committees and councils to put proj- 
ects into operation. . . . The status of the returning dental officers under postwar 
conditions was the subject of a panel discussion of the State Society Officers’ Con- 
ference. 

The House of Delegates also approved a revision of the “eight principles,” which 
now constitute a basis of policy for the Association in an expanded national dental 
program. 

The Horace Wells Centenary year will close with an elaborate program, to be 
held in Hartford, Conn., December 11. Speakers from dental, medical and civic 
organizations will participate. Surg. Gen. Thomas Parran, United States Public 
Health Service, will be the principal speaker.

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EVENTS AT ANNUAL MEETING OF THE AMERICAN DENTAL. 
ASSOCIATION, CHICAGO, OCTOBER 16-18 


The Eighty-Sixth Annual Meeting of 
the American Dental Association, limited 
to the transaction of business affairs be- 
cause of the wartime restrictions on 
travel, was held in Chicago, October 
16-18, with an attendance of approxi- 
mately 500 Officers, Trustees, Delegates, 
Alternates and committee members. This 
was the third Annual Meeting which 
had been sharply curtailed by the elim- 
ination of all scientific and social events. 
The House of Delegates, moreover, took 
no definite action to provide a full meet- 
ing next year, but authorized the Board 
of Trustees to take the proper action 


under circumstances connected with the 
progress of the war. 

Much of the discussion during the 
meeting, in the House of Delegates and 
in the Board of Trustees, centered 
around problems growing out of the war. 
Considerable emphasis was also placed 
on postwar planning with special regard 
for those provisions that will have an 
effect on returning dental officers. The 
House of Delegates approved the plans 
of various committees and councils for 
aiding veteran dental officers in reestab- 
lishing themselves in practice. 


I. Election of Officers and Trustees 


Sterling V. Mead, Washington, D. C., 
was named President Elect by the House 
of Delegates without contest. He suc- 


ceeds Walter H. Scherer, Houston, in 
that office. At the close of the Annual 
Meeting, Dr. Scherer took over the gavel 
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from the retiring President, Capt. C. 
Raymond Wells. 

Herbert E. King, Omaha, cochairman 
with William I. McNeil, Chicago, of 
the Committee on Local Arrangements, 
was elected First Vice President. Dr. 
McNeil was named Second Vice Presi- 
dent. Eugene M. Clifford, Hartford, 
Conn., was elected Third Vice President. 
Harry B. Pinney was reelected as Gen- 
eral Secretary for a term of two years 
over Allen O. Gruebbel by a vote of 166 
to 124. 

Roscoe H. Volland was _ re-elected 
Treasurer. 

In the election of members of the 


Board of Trustees, LeRoy M. Ennis, 
Philadelphia, succeeded E. G. Meisel in 
the Third District. Edward J. Jennings, 
Trenton, N. J., was named for a second 
term in the Fourth District. In the Fifth 
District, Clyde E. Miéinges, Rocky 
Mount, N. C., was elected to succeed 
himself. Carlos H. Schott, Trustee of the 
Seventh District, was named.to succeed 
himself for the remainder of an unex- 
pired term. In the Eighth District, Har- 
old W. Oppice, Chicago, was elected 
over Howard C. Miller, Chicago, by a 
vote of 147 to 116. Clarence J. Wright, 
Lansing, Mich., was elected to succeed 
himself in the Ninth District. 


II. Opening Session of the House of Delegates 


The first session of the House of Del- 
egates was held Monday morning, Oc- 
tober 16, with Capt. C. Raymond Wells, 
President, presiding. After the usual 
opening ceremonies, Captain Wells an- 
nounced that the British Dental Associa- 
tion had sent A. E. Rowlett, Leicester, 
England, as its official representative to 
the meeting. In a brief talk, Dr. Rowl- 
ett discussed the comprehensive health 
service and social programs now under 
consideration in Britain. He extended 
an invitation from the British Dental 
Association to attend “the first annual 
meeting held in time of peace in Europe. 

Herbert J. King, Omaha, cochairman 
of the Committee on Local Arrange- 
ments, presented to Captain Wells, on 
behalf of the Nebraska State Dental So- 
ciety, a gavel made from the wood of 
trees grown at Arbor Lodge, the home of 
J. Sterling Morton, the founder of Arbor 
Day.

Ill. Report of General Secretary 


The General Secretary, Harry B. Pin- 
ney, presented his annual report to the 
House of Delegates and touched on the 
work of the Bureau of Public Relations, 
the State Society Officers’ Conference, 


the Library Bureau, the Bureau of 
Chemistry, Membership, Christmas Seals 
and the Central Office. Excerpts from 
the report follow : 

BUREAU OF PUBLIC RELATIONS.—The 
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Bureau of Public Relations completed three 
major projects in addition to a number of 
a more routine nature. Ranking first of the 
three major activities was the publication of 
the “Atlas of the Mouth. . . . Ten thousand 
three hundred and sixty-seven copies were 
printed in February 1944, and by June 30, 
3,929 copies had been sold. . . . The second 
major project consisted of a new motion pic- 
ture. This film, “The Student Flyer,” was 
developed primarily for use in connection 
with the High School Victory Corps Physical 
Fitness Dental Program... . 

The third major undertaking was in the 
field of radio. This consisted of a series of 
thirteen electrical transcriptions entitled 
“Tales from Ivory Towers.” These broad- 
casts were designed for the child audience. . . . 

The Bureau continues to direct the As- 
sociation’s publicity service. This activity 
has grown tremendously since its inaugura- 
tion in 1938. News releases are issued rou- 
tinely on the average of twice a month to the 
wire services and once a month to a selected 
list of science editors. . . . During the fiscal 
year 1942-1943, press clippings indicated that 
the American newspapers carried over 3,800 
dental stories. These papers had a circula- 
tion of 110,564,361 readers and the articles 
totaled over 500,000 agate lines. The Bureau 
has not had an opportunity to compile sta- 
tistics on last year’s publicity releases, but 
they will exceed the previous year’s figures. . . 
MEMBERSHIP.—At December 31, 1943, our 
total membership, all classes, was 57,555 and 
this exceeded our 1942 membership by 891. 

At June 30, 1944, 549 had paid 1943 back 
dues, which brings our’ membership for the 
year to 58,104, for an all-time high. 

Our total membership, all classes, at July 
31, 1944, was 57,076, which is 718 in excess 
of the same time last year. 

Our Junior membership at July 31, 1944, 
was 4,753, which is 333 in excess of the same 


time last year and an all-time high. 

To increase the membership each year is 
a more difficult task than many realize. For 
several years, we kept a record of the number 
of members dropping out each year, and the 
average was 4,000. In order to maintain the 
membership and before any gain could be 
accomplished, it was necessary to secure 4,000 
new members. During the same period, it 
was brought out that the large increase was 
in the district in which the meeting was held 
and the large decrease in the district of the 
previous year’s meeting. These conditions 
have not prevailed the past few years. 

The Membership Committee is fully aware 


that without the assistance of the state society * 


officers and state membership committees, the 
fine membership record could not have been 
made. 

(In a supplemental report, the secretary 

stated that the total membership, all classes, 
as of September 30, 1944, was 59,020, as 
compared with 57,319 of the same date the 
previous year—an increase of 1,701 members. 
The total membership, all classes, as of Oc- 
tober 12, 1944, Was 59,475.) 
CHRISTMAS SEALS.—The amount subscribed 
to the Relief Fund from the sale of Christmas 
Seals at June 30, 1944 was $36,716.22, 
which is $4,219.30 in excess of the previous 
year. 

The amount distributed to states having 
met the requirements to receive funds was 
$17,851.01, as compared with $15,637.89 the 
previous year. : 

The amount paid to needy dentists as of 
June 30, 1944 was $12,783.50, and the 
amount paid the previous year was $12,- 
584.75, or an increase of $198.75. 

Over a long period of years, the subscrip- 
tion to the Relief Fund has averaged about 
50 cents a member, and it may be of interest 
to know that only 25 per cent of our member- 
ship subscribe to this fund. 


IV. Report of the Treasurer 


The report of the Treasurer, Roscoe 
H. Volland, was presented to the House 
of Delegates and included a lengthy 
exposition of the Association’s financial 
situation. Excerpts from the report fol- 
low : 


An analysis of the last trial balance of the 
year indicates that the Association’s financial 
affairs are in good condition. The upturn in 
business income in general and the increased 
flow of money have been reflected in the 
Association’s income in several ways. 
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The assets have increased $140,960.23 
‘over the previous year and now total $1,715,- 
125.10. The sale of the “212 East Superior 
Street” property removed that item from the 
list of fixed assets. The Association received 
$25,882.93 net on the sale of that property, 
and in the final accounting, sustained a net 
loss of $22,829.66 on the book value of 
$48,712.59. 5 

The total income for general purposes was 
$549,344.32, which represents an increase over 
the preceding year of $85,589.56. 

The total expenses for general purposes were 
$413,575.04, an increase of $10,867.75 over 
the previous year. 

The excess of general income over expenses 
for the year was $135,769.28. 

At the end of the fiscal year, $1,377,959.12 
of the Association’s assets were invested in se- 
curities. This figure is total cost. This sum 
represents an increase in invested funds of 
$180,423.52, or 15.09 per cent, distributed as 
follows:

session of the House of Delegates, the 
Illinois State Dental Society and the 
Chicago Dental Society acted as hosts at 
a luncheon to all Officers and Delegates. 
The House convened again in the af- 
ternoon to hear reports of standing and 
special committees. 


V. Report of the War Service Committee 


The War Service Committee, of which 
C. Willard Camalier is chairman, pre- 
sented a full report to the House of 
Delegates on many topics dealing with 
war and postwar problems. A supple- 
mental report was submitted by the com- 
mittee to include statements of various 
government officials presented at a spe- 
cial open meeting of the committee. 
Selected portions of the committee’s 
report follow : 

ARMY DENTAL CORPS.— It was called to the 
attention of the committee that, in some 
Army (and Navy) installations, certain dental 
officers were required to perform services un- 
der a so-called “speed-up” system. These 


complaints were presented to officials of the 
armed services in Washington, who stated 
that they would be thoroughly investigated 
and, if such practices did exist, they would 
be discontinued. The officials further stated 
that this was not the policy of the Corps, 
which was to encourage quality and not quan- 
tity dentistry, and that they would cooper- 
ate in every way possible. 

DENTAL STUDENTS.— lhe discharge of these 
students by the Army resulted in a vigorous 
protest throughout the country because it was 
felt that the older men in the service should 
be the first to be granted the privilege of re- 
turning to civilian life. This problem had 
been before the War Department for several 
months, without action, although recom- 
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mended by the Surgeon General’s Office, and 
the committee again brought it to the atten- 
tion of the Surgeon General’s Office, asking 
that some equitable plan be worked out 
whereby some of these older men, upon ap- 
plication or otherwise, might be honorably 
discharged from the Service. At the present 
time, no decision has been announced in this 
regard. 

LOANS TO OFFICERS.—The following gen- 
eral comments were made by Francis Pave- 
sich, Chief, Loan Guarantee Division, Veter- 
ans Administration, in a conference Septem- 
ber 8, 1944: 

Each dental officer, according to Title III, 
. . . . * who has served more than ninety 
days on or after September 16, 1940, and 
who is relieved from active duty under hon- 
orable conditions, will have established a 
credit of $2,000. A card with the officer’s 
name will be on file in the Veterans Admin- 
istration indicating that such a credit is avail- 
able. The Veterans Administration will not 
execute the loan to the officer, but it will 
guarantee the bank or other recognized lend- 
ing agencies a sum equivalent to 50 per cent 
of the loan, provided that, in no instance, 
will the guarantee exceed $2,000. The bank, 
or lending agency can, therefore, make a 
loan of $4,000 to the dentist, and it can be 
assured that $2,000 of that sum will be 
guaranteed by the Government (Veterans Ad- 
ministration). If the dentist desires to effect 
a loan of $10,000, the government will assure 
a $2,000 guarantee to the lending agency. 
A representative of the Veterans Administra- 
tion will in all instances supervise the loan, 
and be assured that the purchase price is fair 
and further that the individual securing the 
loan has a reasonably good opportunity of 
being successful in business or in the reten- 
tion of the home. All loans guaranteed by the 
administrator shall bear interest at a rate 
not exceeding 4 per cent per year and shall 
be payable in full in not more than twenty 
years. 

A significant advantage in this loan is the 
fact that the interest for the first year on 
that part of the loan guaranteed by the ad- 
ministrator shall be paid by the administrator 
out of available appropriations. The den-

tist, therefore, who effects a loan of $4,000 
will have the interest on $2,000 paid by the 
Government the first year, which will be 
equivalent to $80. The entire loan for the 
first year actually is secured for a rate of only 
2 per cent. 

Dentists may also elect to make one or 
more loans at different intervals provided 
that the total amount to be guaranteed by 
the Veterans Administration does not exceed 
$2,000, and provided that applications for 
such loans are made within two years after 
separation from service or within two years 
after the official declaration of peace, which- 
ever is the later date, but in no instance more 
than five years after termination of the war. 

No security for the guaranty of a loan shall 
be required except the right to be subrogated 
to the lien rights of the holder of the obliga- 
tion which is guaranteed: proyided that, pur- 
suant to regulations to be issued by the ad- 
ministrator, the mortgagor and mortgagee 
shall agree that, before beginning foreclosure 
proceedings for default in payment of princi- 
pal or interest due, the administrator shall 
have at least thirty days’ notice, with the 
option of bidding in the property on fore- 
closure or of refinancing the loan with any 
other agency or by any other means avail- 
able. 

The dentist can purchase or remodel his 
home, or he can purchase dental equipment 
or remodel his office under the provisions 
of this title. The exact status and condi- 
tions under which loans can be made for 
dental equipment, wherein there is an exist- 
ing partnership between two former dental 
officers or between a former dental officer 


- and a dentist who has not been in service, 


has not been officially decided to date. There 
also is some question as to whether a loan 
would be approved to build a dental office 
if such were planned by the dentist.. These 
two latter questions will soon have an official 
interpretation. 

The length of time necessary to negotiate 
a loan will vary, depending on what the 
dentist plans to purchase. If a home or 
real estate is involved, there must be time 
enough to clear and review the titles, etc. 
Every effort will be expended by the Loan 
Guarantee Division of the Veterans Adminis- 
tration to process the papers in as short a time 
as possible. The Chief of this Division as- 
sures all those concerned that this is not 
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a gift to the veterans, and that every means, 
as well as effort, will be expended to have all 
loans repaid in accordance with the individ- 
ual’s contract. It is a privilege and an op- 
portunity extended to the veteran that will 
eliminate many problems in the immediate 
postwar period. 

SUPPLIES AND EQUIPMENT: The commit- 
tee met with the manufacturers several times 
and carefully considered all items of which 
there still appeared to be a shortage. Burs 
and handpieces were the only items for which 
there seemed still to be a considerable de- 
mand, but the committee was assured by 
the manufacturers that this was gradually 
being taken care of, although there were 
some types and sizes of burs that were diffi- 
cult to secure. 

After consultation with the War Produc- 
tion Board from time-to time, and in collabo- 
ration with dental manufacturers, the War 
Production Board, under date of October 2, 
1944, revoked Order L-249, which restricted 
shipments of dental units and chairs for ci- 
vilian use to 88 per cent of manufacturers’ 
average annual shipments during 1938-1939- 
1940.. It is believed by the WPB that com- 
bined Army and Navy requirements for 
1945 can be met without further restrictions 
on distribution to civilians. 

SURPLUS PROPERTY.— Committee has 
met several times with the committee repre- 
senting the American Dental Trade Associa- 
tion and has received the assurance of full 
cooperation in any equitable plans which may 
develop in the disposal of dental equipment 
and supplies under the Surplus Property Act 
recently enacted by Congress. Plans of the 
War Service Committee contemplate inten- 
sive conferences between the newly appointed 
board under this act to the end that a feasi- 
ble plan may be worked out whereby the 
veteran, the dental schools, hospitals and 
eleemosynary institutions may have an oppor- 
tunity to purchase this material. It should 
be borne in mind, however, that there are 
many angles to this problem over and above 
the mere opportunity to purchase this ma- 
terial directly from the Government, as much 
of it will have to be reconditioned; the sub- 
ject of freight and express charges enters 
the picture, and difficulties will arise in 
connection with, for example, the selection of 
units and chairs and their finish and style. 
Obviously, a complete cataloging, with de- 
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tailed description, will be necessary, as well 
as perhaps regional availability for inspec- 
tion. 

The committee, in its supplemental 
report to the House of Delegates, made 
the following additional statement on the 
disposal of surplus property to dentists: 

The committee has been in close contact 
with the Procurement Division of the Treas- 
ury Department, having present jurisdiction 
over the disposal of surplus dental equipment, 
and, at the request of this committee, a con- 
ference was held October 9, 1944, in the 
office of Frederick W. Brill, Marketing Spe- 
cialist, Procurement Division, at which Cap- 
tain Wells, the President, G. D. Timmons, J. 
Ben Robinson and the chairman were present, 
with Drs. Fitzgibbon and Lawrence repre- 
senting the American Medical Association, at 
this committee’s invitation. While the Sur- 
plus Property Board had not been appointed 
by President Roosevelt up to that time, the 
matter was thoroughly discussed and the com- 
mittee requested to transmit to the Surplus 
Property Board the recommendations of the 
American Dental Association on this particu- 
lar subject. 

The committee submits the following in the 
form of a resolution: 


Wuergas, Public Law No. 457, seventy- 
eighth Congress has been passed and approved 
creating a surplus property board for the 
purpose of disposing of equipment, supplies 
and materials which may be declared surplus; 
and 

Wuereas, the law provides for the naming 
of agencies to effectuate the disposal of sur- 
plus equipment, supplies and material; and 

Wuereas, the law specifically indicates a 
desire to aid veterans to establish and main- 
tain their own small businesses and _ profes- 
sional and agricultural enterprises: now, 
therefore, be it 


Resolved, that the American Dental As- 
sociation recommends the formation of a joint 
Army and Navy medical surplus property 
board which shall have all available records 
indicating the surplus supplies and equip- 
ment that are in this country and are to be 
returned to civilian use; and be it further 

Resolved, that these available supplies and 
equipment be properly cataloged and stored 
in existing Army and Navy supply depots 
where they will be subjected to such examina- 
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tion as to determine their suitability for sale; 
and be it further 

Resolved, that the priority table hereunto 
attached be utilized to determine the eligi- 
bility to purchase. 

Eligibility Priority Table 

Those eligible for surplus medical property 
in the order of their priority would be as 
follows: 

A. Discharged military medical personnel 
employing medical property in their usual ac- 
tivities, who may elect to receive surplus medi- 
cal property at a special veteran’s discount 
in keu of part or all of any bonus to which 
they may be entitled as war veterans. 

B. Schools of medicine, dentistry, phar- 
macy, nursing, public health and veterinary 
medicine. 

C. Existing federal health and hospital ser- 
vices (such as the United States Public Health 
Service and the Veterans Administration), 
state and local tax supported health and hos- 
pital services, and tax-exempt local hospitals, 
medical centers and health agencies. 

D. American Red Cross. 

E. Lend-Lease and UNRRA. 

F. Foreign governmental health and _ hos- 
pital services. 

G. Foreign governmentally supported (in 

whole or in part) schools of medicine, dentis- 
try, pharmacy, nursing, public health and 
veterinary medicine. 
POSTWAR COMMITTEES.—The committee 
recommends that there be established state 
and local postwar planning committees, to 
function in close cooperation with the War 
Service Committee of the American Dental 
Association. This obviously is a state matter 
and the committee suggests that either the 
present personnel of the Procurement ‘and 
Assignment Committees or War Service Com- 
mittees be utilized, or that new organizations 
entirely be set up within the framework of 
the states. 
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The committee notes with pleasure that 
many states have already organized for this 
purpose and have inaugurated plans in con- 
nection with demobilization. It would seem, 
therefore, quite appropriate that other states 
should organize along these lines as promptly 
as possible. Immediately this organization 
is effected in the various states and com- 
munities, it is urgently requested that .lists 
of the personnel be forwarded to the national 
War Service Committee so that it may be 
in a position to keep the several state organi- 
zations thoroughly informed of developments 
in Washington and throughout the nation. 


MEMORIAL PLAQUE: Pursuant to a motion 
passed by the War Service Committee at its 
meeting June 22, 1944, the committee recom- 
mends that the following resolution be 
adopted: 

Wuereas, incident to their. service in the 
armed forces of the United States, and in the 
wisdom of Almighty God, members of the 
dental profession have given their lives to their 
country since the establishment of the or- 
ganized Dental Corps of the Army and 
Navy ; and 

Wuereas, the American Dental Associa- 
tion and its thousands of members desire to 
express, in behalf of the men and their fam- 
ilies, deep appreciation of this meritorious 
service and their supreme sacrifice; therefore, 
be it ; 

Resolved, that this eighty-sixth 
meeting of the House of Delegates of the 
Association, in recognition of the service 
rendered and the supreme sacrifice made by 
the members of the dental profession, hereby 
authorizes the inauguration of a program 
requesting all members of the profession to 
participate and subscribe such amounts as 
they may desire to finance the erection of a 
suitable memorial for those who shall have 
made the supreme sacrifice.

VI. Council on Dental Health 


The Council on Dental Health, of 
which Emory W. Morris is chairman, 
submitted a comprehensive report of the 
year’s activities to the House of Dele- 


gates. Included in the report was a rec- 
ommendation that the “eight principles” 
adopted in 1938 for guidance: in the 
development of dental health programs 
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be revised. The House, after brief de- 
bate, approved the revision suggested 
by the Council. 

The follcwing excerpts are taken from 
the report of the Reference Committee 
on Public Health, which was approved 
in its entirety by the House of Delegates. 
The committee’s recommendations were : 


1. That the Council on Dental Health be 
authorized to apply for membership in the 
National Council on Rehabilitgeton, so that 
Dentistry may be included in a national plan 
“to study, encourage and advise upon the 
development of rehabilitation programs and 
services on federal, state and community 
levels.” 

2. That the executiye secretary of the 
Council on Dental Health and the director of 
the Bureau of Public Relations be permitted 
to provide field service consistent with the 
duties and functions of the Council on Den- 
tal Health. 

3. That permission and a budget item be 
granted for the employment of a full-time 
health educator for the Bureau of Public 
Relations. The activities of the Bureau of 
Public Relations have increased so greatly 
and the need for dental health education ma- 
terial particularly for school use has expanded 
to such an extent that the Council recom- 
mends the employment of a health education 
specialist to assist in the preparation of dental 
health education material. 

4. That the following resolution be ap- 
proved: 

Wuereas, there has recently been formed 
a joint committee on health and physical fit- 
ness composed of representatives of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association and the National 
Committee on Physical Fitness, and 

Wuerzas, the purposes of this committee 
are to stimulate American citizens to improve 
their health and physical fitness; be it 

Resolved, that the American Dental As- 
sociation approve the purposes of the Joint 
Committee on Health and Physical Fitness 
and offer the joint comm :tee its fullest co- 
operation. 

The Council on Dental Health endorsed 
the Bureau of Public Relation’s recommenda- 
tions relative to the publication of Dental 
Pictorial. 

In 1939, the House of Delegates of the 
American Dental Association approved a plan 
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by which Dentistry could participate in a 
national health program. This plan is based 
on dental research, dental health education 
and dental care, particularly for children. . 

In order that such a program may be de- 
veloped, it is recommended that the Commit- 
tee on Legislation of the American Dental 
Association be authorized to sponsor the in- 
troduction of a bill in Congress appropriating 
earmarked funds. Such funds should be used 
to assist in financing the three-point program 
as approved by the American Dental Asso- 
ciation. 

It is further recommended that the Com- 
mittee on Legislation accomplish this objective 
by securing a separate appropriation bill in 
Congress or by amendment to the Social. 
Security Act as the Committee on Legisla- 
tion may deem necessary. 


The Proceedings of the Board of Trustees 
of the American Dental Association, Octo- 
ber 16-18, 1944, contain a recommendation 
by the Council on Dental Health for a revi- 
sion of the Eight Principles. 

PRINCIPLES.—It is now recommended that 

these principles read as follows: 

Dental Health for the American People: 

A statement of principles by the American 
Dental Association, 


1. Research: Adequate provisions should 
be made for research which may lead to the 
prevention or control of dental diseases. 

2. Dental Health Education: Dental health 
education should be included in all basic 
educational treatment programs for children 
and adults. 

3. Dental Care: a. Dental care should be 
available to all regardless of income or geo- 
graphic location. 

b. Programs developed for dental care 
should be based on the prevention and control 
of dental diseases. All available resources 
should first be used to provide adequate dental 
treatment for children and to eliminate pain 
and infection for adults. 

c. Dental health is the responsibility of 
the individual, the family and the community 
in that order. When this responsibility, 
however, is not assumed by the community, 
it should be assumed by the state and then 
by the federal government. The community 
in all cases shall determine the methods for 
providing service in its area. 


4. In all conferences that may lead to the 
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formation of a plan for dental research, dental 
health education and dental care, there 
shall be participation by authorized repre- 
sentatives of the American Dental Associa- 
tion. 

DIGEST OF ACTIONS.—The Research 
Committee of the Council, under Loren 
T. Hunt, chairman, presented a report 
to the House demonstrating that Asso- 
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ciation policies on many important so- 
cial problems were not clearly defined 
or had not been revised to meet chang- 
ing conditions. The House approved a 
recommendation of the Council to au- 
thorize the immediate compilation of an 
official “digest and index” of Association 
policies. 


VII. Amendments to Constitution and Bylaws 


The House of Delegates approved the 
following changes in the Constitution 
-and Bylaws which had been presented 
by the Constitutional and Administrative 
Bylaws Committee, C. E. Peterson, 
chairman. 


SECRETARY'S DUTIES.—The Secretary shall 
be the executive head of the Central Office. 
He shall coordinate all professional activities 
of the American Dental Association, and 
implement all public and professional rela- 
tions. He shall be responsible for notification 
of all persons appointed or elected to office, 
issue calls for the meetings of the House of 
Delegates and Board of Trustees, conduct all 
correspondence that does not properly belong 
to others, provide for and keep all official 
records of membership and records and min- 
utes of ‘the House .of Delegates and of the 
Board of Trustees, of which two bodies he 
shall act as Secretary. 

The Secretary shall give due notice of the 
time and place of all annual and special meet- 
ings of the Association and of the House of 
Delegates by publishing the same in the 
JournaL or THE American DentTAL As- 
SOCIATION, and special meetings of the 
House of Delegates shall be géven notice in 
conformity with Chapter VI, Section 2. He 
shall publish in the JouRNAL OF THE 
AmericAN DenTaL AssOcIATION at the 
earliest possible time prior to the date of 
the Annual Meeting all data pertaining to the 
meeting of interest to the members of this 
Association. It shall be his duty to verify 
the credentials of members of the House of 
Delegates and to provide a registration book 
for them, in which shall be recorded the 
name of each delegate in attendance at each 
session. He shall collect all dues and trans- 


mit the same to the Treasurer, as may be 
directed by the Board of Trustees. Hg shall 
keep in separate books the minutes of the 
general meetings ang of the House of Dele- 
gates. He shall prepare a roll of the dele- 
gates attending each session to facilitate voting 
by roll call. He shall prepare for publica- 
tion the official program of each meeting, 
and shall perform such other duties as may 
be directed by the Association or the. House 
of Delegates, and shall receive a salary to be 
fixed by the Board of Trustees. (Amendment 
to Chapter VIII, Section 4, Administrative 
Bylaws. ) 


PURPOSE OF A.D.A.— To improve oral and 
dental health services to the public by culti- 
vating and promoting the art and science of 
dentistry; by encouraging and providing for 
dental research; by disseminating among the 
profession advanced scientific knowledge; by 
elevating and sustaining the education of 
dentists in formal institutions of learning, and 
by establishing devices that provide oppor- 
tunities for continuing education after gradu- 
ation; by promoting in the several states the 
enactment and enforcement of just dental 
laws, designed to serve the health interests of 
the people; by enlightening public opinion 
with respect to the prevention of oral diseases 
and the care of oral health, as it relates to 
general health; by directing the procedures 
and energies of the members of the profes- 
sion in the interests of public health and 
welfare. The Association shall have power 
to acquire property by purchases, deed, gift, 
bequest or otherwise, to hold and administer 
the same; and to publish journals, reports 
and treatises. (Amendment to Article 2, Con- 
stitutional Bylaws.)

also approved revision of the section 
dealing with the organization, name and 
duties of the Committee on Process Pat- 
ents. (Chapter XI, Section 11, Admini- 
strative Bylaws). Under the new article, 
the committee will be known as the Com- 
mittee on Patents and will have, among 
other duties, the designing and bestowal 
of an honorary award “to those whom 
the profession desires to honor.” The 
first award was made at the Annual 
Meeting, to Horace Wells, in connection 
with the centennial ceremonies this year. 


OTHER AMENDMENTS.—Other amend- 
ments approved by the House of Dele- 
gates created new scientific sections on 
Radiology and on Hospital Dental Serv- 
ice (Article VI, Constitutional By- 
laws) ; changed the membership and or- 
ganization of the Committee on History 
(Chapter XI, Section 18, Administrative 
Bylaws), and authorized the appoint- 
ment of a committee to act as consultant 
to the Bureau of Public Relations (Chap- 
ters XI, Article 5, Section 4, Administra- 
tive Bylaws). 


VIII. Resolutions and Proposed Amendments 


HOUSE OF DELEGATES.—The following 
resolution reducing the size of the House 
of Delegates was presented by Percy T. 
Phillips, of Trustee District 2. It will be 


voted on at the next Annual Meeting. 
Section 2 of Article V of Constitutional 

Bylaws to be amended to read as follows: 
Sec. 2. The total voting membership in 
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the. House of Delegates, exclusive of the 
Board of Trustees, shall be as follows: One 
delegate each shall be allowed from the 
Army Dental Corps, from the Navy Dental 
Corps, from the Public Health Service and 
from the Veterans Administration, and one 
from each constituent society. Each con- 
stituent society shall be entitled to one ad- 
ditional delegate if 300 of its members be- 
come regularly enrolled as members of the 
American Dental Association; and to one 
more delegate for each additional 400 mem- 
bers enrolled. 

Regardless of enrollment in the American 
Dental Association, each constituent society 
would have one delegate. 

With 300 members in the A.D.A., 2 dele- 


gates. 

With 700 members in the A.D.A., 3 dele- 
gates. 

With 1,100 members in the A.D.A., 4 
delegates. 


With 1,500 members in the A.D.A., 5 
delegates. 

With 1,960 members in the A.D.A., 6 
delegates. 

With 2,300 members in the A.D.A., 7 
delegates. 

With 2,700 members in the A.D.A., 8 dele- 
gates. 

With 3,100 members in the A.D.A., 9 
delegates. 

In case any state does not affiliate, all mem- 
bers of the American Dental Association re- 
siding in such state may meet together at 
the first session of any meeting of this As- 
sociation and elect one delegate to represent 
them in the House of Delegates. 


TRUSTEES.—The following amendment 
dealing with membership in the House 
of Delegates was proposed by Marcus 
L. Ward, Ninth District : 
Amend Article'V of the Constitutional 
Bylaws by adding at the end of Section 
1 the following: “Provided, however, 
that a constituent society may elect 
former Trustees as Delegates.” 
The amendment will be acted upon at 
the next annual meeting. 


VETERANS’ LOANS.—A resolution on the 
provision of loans to veteran dental of- 
ficers was introduced by Harry C. Coy, 
First District, and referred to the Board

of Trustees., The text of the resolution 
follows : 


Wuersas, it is the consensus of the A.D.A. 
that every feasible effort should be made to 
assist the returning veteran dental officer 
who may be a member or eligible for mem- 
bership in the A.D.A.; and : 

Wuereas, the A.D.A. is cognizant of the 
financial benefits under the so-called G. I. 
Bill of Rights, with special reference to loans 
to returning officers; and 

Wuereas, it is felt that there .may- be’ in- 
stances in which the dental officer may not be 
able to avail himself of these benefits because 
of extenuating circumstances beyond his con- 
trol; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that the A.D.A. hereby, estab- 
lish a special fund of $100,000 to be made 
available for loans to veteran dental officers 
who may not be able otherwise to obtain fi- 
nancial assistance through the provisions of 
the G.I. Bill; provided, that, before such 
loans are made, each case is carefully inves- 
tigated and the loan endorsed by the re- 
spective state and component societies of the 
A.D.A. 

The Board of Trustees made the fol- 
lowing recommendation to the House of 
Delegates, which was given approval: 

Provided the American Dental Foundation 
is receptive to the handling of this project 
of establishing a fund of $100,000 to be 
made available for loans to veteran dental 
officers, the Board recommends sponsoring 
the project through the American Dental 
Foundation up to the extent of $100,000 
for five years. 


SURPLUS PROPERTY.—The following res- 
olution dealing with the disposal of sur- 
plus property by government agencies 
was introduced by Percy T. Phillips, 
Second District. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the Board of Trustees. 


The 14,000 to 15,000 members of the 
dental profession who serving or 
have served with the armed forces in the 
present war in ministering to the dental needs 
of our men have rendered a health service of 
inestimable value. They have made sacrifices 
which have resulted in the disruption of their 
civilian practices, the loss of established loca- 
tions and deterioration or disposition of dental 
equipment, all of which are essential to their 
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livelihood. In this contribution, which has 
been cheerfully and willingly made, there is 
no suggestion of dissatisfaction or complaint 
upon their part as this is a natural conse- 
quence of military induction and is recog- 
nized as such. It has been a service of pa- 
triotic duty, which they have been glad to 
render. 

However, those of us who have been per- 
mitted to continue in civilian practice feel 
that every consideration should be shown 
these professional confréres in helping them 
to relocate with the minimum of hardship, 
and it is in that spirit and in an endeavor 
to be helpful that the following resolution 
which has been adopted by the Post War 
Dentists’ Advisory Committee of the First 
District Dental Society at a meeting held at 
the Hotel Pennsylvania, New York City, Mon- 
day, September 25, is.presented: 

Wuereas, the expansion of the military 
forces on the tremendous scale which has been 
necessary in this present World War has re- 
sulted in the induction into the armed forces 
of thousands of dentists to minister to the 
dental health needs of our soldiers and sailors ; 
and 

WuerEas, in the rendering of this service, 
large quantities of dental equipment and den- 
tal supplies have of necessity been accumu- 
lated by the government; and 

WHEREAS, upon the’ cessation of hostilities 
and the release of large numbers of our 
forces, including a majority of the dentists 
who are at present enrolled in the war effort, 


,the greater part of this dental equipment and 


these dental supplies will no longer be needed 
and must be disposed of through govern- 
mental agencies; therefore be it 

Resolved, that it is the sense of this body 
that such equipment and supplies should be 
made available at reasonable cost to those 
dentists who have been members of our mili- 
tary forces in the present conflict, the method 
of disposal, price scale and distribution to be 
worked out by a joint committee to be com- 
posed of members of the designated govern- 
mental agencies, the National Dental Manu- 
facturers Association and a committee of the 
American Dental Association; and be it fur- 
ther 

Resolved, that a copy of this resolution be 
forwarded to those governmental agencies ap- 
pointed by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives to arrange for the orderly liquida-

tion of governmentally acquired surpluses 
with such other information as may guide 
and assist these agencies in acting upon this 
request, which has the support of 75,000 
members of organized dentistry as represented 
by the American Dental Association. 
HOUSE OF DELEGATES.—The following 
resolution was introduced by Robert L. 
Borland, Thirteenth District, and re- 
ferred to the Board of Trustees, which 
withheld its approval : 

WuHereas, it is felt that the present repre- 
sentation of one delegate to every 200 rep- 
resentatives results in a very large and un- 
wieldy body in which adequate discussion 
of measures is difficult, and 

Wuereas, few states, especially those dis- 
tant from the place of meeting, can afford 
to pay the expenses of the large delegations 
now provided, and 

Wuereas, therefore, Delegates at present 
are selected, for the most part, because they 
are planning to attend the meeting anyway 
for the scientific sessions or are there on va- 
cation, and 

Wuereas, therefore, many Delegates se- 
lected are not actively engaged in Associa- 
tion activities and are uninformed regarding 
the problems confronting the House of Dele- 
gates, and . 

Wuereas, it is felt that a smaller repre- 
sentation, chosen with a specific duty in mind 
and chosen because of qualifications rather 
than convenience, would more adequately 
transact the necessary business of the House 
of Delegates; therefore, be it 


Resolved, that the present numerical set-up 
of the House of Delegates be changed to the 
following formula: one delegate for the first 
400 members or fraction thereof, and one dele- 
gate for each additional 400 members of 
each state; further, that each state society 
choose their delegates as to ability and in- 
terest by studying the problems to be voted 
upon at the Annual Meeting of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association; be it further 


Resolved, that it be recommended that 
each delegate be paid his traveling expenses 
by his state society, thereby placing upon 
him the obligation of loyal attendance at all 
sessions of the House. Since, by this plan, 
the present number of delegates from each 
state would be cut in half, even the smaller 
states would be able to afford this item of 
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expense. Furthermore, the state association, 
by paying the delegates’ expenses, would be 
privileged to select interested and experienced 
organization workers for this very important 
assignment. 

DENTAL OFFICERS.—The following reso- 
lution was introduced by J. D. O’Far- 
rell, Twelfth District, on behalf of the 
Texas State Dental Society. The resolu- 
tion was reported favorably by the Board 
of Trustees and approved by the House 
of Delegates. 

Resolved that 

1. The dental officers of the several serv- 
ices (Army, Navy, Public Health and Vet- 
erans Administration) be highly commended 
for their individual contributions to the war 
effort, and the great service they have ren- 
dered to their country as well as their pro- 
fession, each in accordance with the best of 
his ability and judgment, and under the 
many handicaps so evident during the early 
phases of the war. 

2. The chiefs of the several services (Army, 
Navy, Public Health and Veterans Admin- 
istration) be individually commended for their 
outstanding leadership, vision, judgment and 
loyalty to service and to the profession, which 
each has so ably demonstrated, and for the 
monumental accomplishment they have 
achieved with the aid of their many able 
dental officers. 

g. Each dental officer in the armed forces 
be given every opportunity upon his return 
to civilian status, or his new station in life, 
to benefit by the many advantages which 
have accrued to those who are members of 
the American Dental Association. 

4. Those dental officers who are not mem- 


bers of the American Dental Association be 
warmly welcomed in their respective com- 
munities and that all possible consideration 
be given for extending invitations to mem- 
bership that they too, out of the wealth of 
their experience gained in patriotic service, 
may aid in formulation of policies and pro- 
grams affecting the future practice of den- 
tistry. 

5. The dental officers in the several serv- 
ices be assured that the American Dental 
Association and constituent societies will 
exert every effoyt to assist in the reestablish- 
ment of their practices, as well as educational 
privileges which the veterans may desire. 
RELIEF.—The following resolution was 
introduced by Fred R. Adams, chairman 
of the Relief Commission, and referred 
to the Board of Directors, which en- 
dorsed “the efforts contemplated by the 
Relief Commission.” 

Wuereas, the years 1943-1944 and pos- 
sibly 1945 will be known as one of the most 
prosperous eras of our profession, and 

Wuereas, as surely as night follows day, 
many of our brother dentists who have served 
in the armed forces will return broken in 
health, and 

Wuereas, there appears no prospect on 
the horizon of social security for the pro- 
fessions, and 

Wuergas, it becomes necessary to broaden 
the base of service by the Relief Commission 
in the future in order to meet an increased 
demand ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that the House of Delegates en- 
dorse the efforts of the Relief Commission 
to fulfilment of the end that we double our 
society and individual gifts.

In its report to the House of Dele- 
gates, the Council on Dental Education 
made the following statement regarding 
the establishment of a list of approved 
schools. 

. The chief concern of the Council, 
since the appointment on July 1, 1940 of a 
full-time secretary with.an office at the head- 
quarters of the American Dental Association, 
has been the steady prosecution of the arduous 
task of surveying the dental schools of the 
United States and of establishing a list of 
approved schools. Notwithstanding the inter- 
ruptions and inconveniences created by the 
war and the consequent establishment of ac- 
celerated courses in all the dental schools, this 
important undertaking has gone forward 
steadily in accordance with the Council’s an- 
nounced plans. ... 

It was the original purpose of the Coun- 
cil to establish one list of approved schools 
and to make no attempt at classification. As 
the survey progressed, however, it became 
evident that the gap between thoroughly 
acceptable schools and deserving, but not 
wholly satisfactory schools was very wide and 
that it would be a disservice to each group 
to rank them together. Accordingly, the 
Council has determined to classify the schools 
which it accredits as approved and as pro-

visionally approved. The Council now hopes 
to complete all of its inquiries so as to be 
able to release its lists of approved and of 
provisionally approved schools to the public 
through the Board of Trustees at its mid- 
year meeting in February 1945. 


The intervening time is necessary in order 
to make sure that the Council has fully ac- 
quainted itself with the constructive changes 
which have taken place in many schools since 
the survey was begun and since the visits of 
the Council were made. Almost without ex- 
ception, the Council has had the hearty co- 
operation of the schools in the survey. The 
whole effort of the Council has been to help 
and to build for the future. Many of the 
Council’s suggestions and recommendations 
have already been acted upon and return visits 
must yet be made to schools which are un- 
dergoing marked changes in organization and 
curriculum. Many forward-looking plans, of 
which the Council is aware, will necessarily 
await the coming of peace. An unprecedented 
building program will begin once the war is 
over. 

The progress of dental education toward 
the assured level of a university discipline 
is promising, and the recognition of dentistry 
as a learned profession steadily gains ground.

XIV. Committee 


The Committee on Legislation, under 
Sterling V. Mead, chairman, reported 
to the House of Delegates on many mat- 
ters that have currently been discussed 
in previous issues of the Mrp-MonrHLy. 
These matters included the current status 
of the Navy bill,* legislation pertaining 
to the Army Dental Corps, the Public 
Health Service and dental students, the 
enforcement of the Traynor Law and 
recent court decisions in Oklahoma and 
California which prohibit advertising 
directly to the public by dental labora- 
tories. 

The committee also presented the fol- 
lowing resolution on annual reregistra- 
tion for dentists : 

The question of the annual reregistration 
of all dentists in the United States has been 
discussed by various committees and depart- 
ments in the American Dental Association 
and we wish to report the following views 
concerning it. 

From a legislative viewpoint, annual reregis- 
tration will assist in the enforcement of the 
dental laws in the following ways: 

1. It will prevent an individual from using

Resolved, that component and constituent 
societies of the A.D.A. and their members be 
urged to embark upon and carry out a sound 
broad postwar survey and planning program 
with a view to providing a more equitable 
distribution of dental health service, to or- 
ganizing methods and means to assist dentists 
returning from the armed forces in reestab- 
lishing themselves, and to planning expansion 
of dental health educational and operative 
programs for certain groups. 


This resolution was approved by the 
Reference Committee on Economics 
which also gave approva] to a project 
of the Committee on Economics for a 
study of dental conditions at the Great 
Lakes Nayal Training Station.

the license of a dentist who has ceased to 
practice or is deceased. 

2. It will help in locating dentists who 
are signing prescriptions for out of state dental 
laboratories. In some of the states, we have 
encountered that difficulty. 

3. It will facilitate the service rendered 
by the Committee on Legislation of the 
American Dental Association and by the 
Committee on Legislation of each state dental 
society. 

The Committee on Economics recommends 
that annual reregistration be adopted in each 
state for the following reasons: 

1. It will aid the Committee to maintain 
complete and current information concerning 
the number and distribution of dentists 
throughout the United States. 

2. It will assist the committee in analyzing 
the distribution of dentists in relation to 
population. 

3. It will be of great value to the 20,000 
dentists in the armed forces upon their return 
to private practice and it will also be of 
great value to all future dental graduates. 

4. It will serve as a useful public record 
for state and local health authorities and 
dental societies in evaluating dental manpower 
needs.

annual reregistration for the following addi- 
tional reasons:

3. It will increase the service that THE

It has been recommended that this matter 
be presented to the House of Delegates, by 
the Committee on Legislation for the reason 
that it involves state legislation, and it is now 
being presented in cooperation with other 
committees and departments. 

If this plan meets with the approval of the 
House of Delegates, we suggest the adoption 
of the following resolution:

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


The Eighty-Sixth Annual Meeting of the American Dental Association 
was a busy one, providing much of interest for four days. The dynamic 
State Officers’ Conference had its usual interesting and vigorous meeting, 
devoting all day Sunday to its sessions. 

Special events of the meeting were the open meetings of the Council 
on Dental Health, Committee on Legislation and War Service Commit- 
tees. These meetings were well-attended and brought forth much dis- 
cussion that indicated a great interest in these important committees. 

The monotony of an all business meeting was broken by several de- 
lightful interludes. The first, an interesting admonition—“Be Vigilant 
and Mum”—by Maj. Albert J. Stowell, G2, Washington, D. C. Dr. Nils 
Larson of New York gave an interesting account of his study of the socio- 
economic conditions and the dental health program in Sweden. The 
delegates regretted that Admiral Fletcher, representing the Derital Corps 
of the British Royal Navy, did not arrive in time for the meeting. The 
bond of fellowship cementing the international relations of our profession 
was abundantly exemplified by the presence of A. E. Rowlett, official 
representative of the British Dental Society. Dr. Rowlett is an inspiration 
to us, and his presence was the assurance of a world-wide determination 
to provide health services for all lands and people. 

There has been a healthy increase in our membership. The Member- 
ship Committee advised, however, that several thousand members of the 
armed forces are not members of the American Dental Association. Many 
dental officers are of the opinion that the American Dental Association 
has not given them proper support. This misconception can be corrected 
by the. wholehearted cooperation of membership in convincing these men 
that membership is a necessity, not a luxury. 

The year that lies ahead will be an historic one. A war will be won. 
Unforeseen economic problems will develop. Millions of soldiers will re- 
turn to civilian life. Unusual social problems will unfold. The war in the 
Pacific no doubt will accelerate to a furious pace. In all of these prob- 
lems of stupendous weight, dentistry is involved. It is a part of all of 
them. 

How to meet the issue of state medicine and dentistry ; how to furnish 
the best possible methods of adjustment for dentists who are returning 
from the battlefield to private practice; how to develop a program of 
coordinated activities with the laboratory technicians, their guilds and 
industries ; how to provide for the immediate demands for dental services 
which are sorely taxing the profession now ; how to aid in the develop- 
ment of a program for world-wide cooperation between dentists of all 
nations; how to provide better educational facilities for the education 
of young men and women who desire to become dentists, dental assistants 
and dental technicians: these are but a small number of the problems 
that need to be solved. Each of these problems is but a part of the ob- 
jectives of dentistry. 

Your officers, your Board of Trustees and your committees invite and 
solicit your’suggestions and sincere cooperation in the solution of these 
many problems.

Ais SERVICE IN LEPER COLONY 


A dental officer, who had watched a 
mother superior of the Sisters of Mercy 
excavate carious teeth with a rattail file 
rotated in her hands, was instrumental 
in starting a chain of events that led to 
the initiation of a new era in dental serv- 
ice on an island that is largely given over 
to a leper colony. 

The dental officer was Lieut. Cmdr. 
L. F. Abel, USNR, -who formerly prac- 
ticed in Shelbyville, Ind., and who is 
now stationed in the British West Indies. 
The sister was Mother Yolande, who 
“does the dental work with a rattail file, 
one end of which has been sharpened 
like a bur and which is then placed in the 
cavity and rolled between the hands.” 
Mother Yolande is stationed at the leper 
coloney on Chachacare Island, Trinidad,

British West Indies, not far from where 
Commander Abel is seeing service. 

Commander Abel wrote to Gerald D. 
Timmons, dean of Temple University 
Dental School, a former Indiana col- 
league, to suggest that something might 
be done to provide the colony with a 
foot-engine, since there is no electricity 
available on the island. Dr.- Timmons 
communicated with C. W. Conklin, vice 
president of the L. D. Caulk Co., Mil- 
ford, Del., who scoured the country for 
a foot-engine, which was put into good 
repair and dispatched, after many diffi- 
culties, to the leper colony. 

The story from this point is reported 
from the pages of “Needle,” the publica- 
tion of U. S. Naval Hospital No. 117. 

“The great need and effusive thanks 
of the superintendent, Dr. Muir, Sister 
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St. James and Mother Yolande can 
readily be appreciated when certain facts 


are brought to light. When Dr. Muir - 


assumed the position of superintendent 
some three and one-half years ago, he 
found the teeth of practically every pa- 
tient to be badly in need of care. Upon 
communication with the government, a 
dentist was appointed, but he was too 
busy to make regular trips to the colony 
and, naturally, the patients could not 
be brought to him. To defeat this situa- 
tion, Sister St. James and Mother Yo- 
lande were sent to his office for instruc- 
tion in restoration work and extractions, 
and have since returned for more ad- 
vanced and thorough training, until at 
this time they are able to take impres- 
sions for the construction of dentures, 
which are made in town. . . . The im- 
provement in the work, the welfare of 
the patients and the reduction in effort 
which this gift will bring to the colony 
are evident.” 

Official presentation of the gift was 
made with proper ceremonial by Com- 
mander Abel and his staff. 


New REstTRICTIONS IN DENTAL 
Service ORDERED IN GERMANY 


New restrictions in providing dental 
care have been ordered in Germany ac- 
cording to NDZ, a press service for Ger- 
man newspaper publishers and a sub- 
sidiary of DNB, official German news 
agency. The restrictions, as reported 
recently in the European Digest, are 
summarized in the following statement : 


The Reich Leader of Dental Surgeons, Dr. 
Stuck, in his capacity as head of the Committee 
of Dental Surgeons and Dentists, has laid down 
rules which the Committee has officially de- 
creed for the treatment of teeth in wartime and 
declared binding for all dental surgeons and 
dentists. Nowadays dental surgeons and den- 
tists are greatly overburdened with work. In 
spite of call-ups, they have to cope with the 
requirements of the civilian population and 
foreign workers as well as carry out the treat- 


ment, under contract, of the Armed Forces and 
the Labor Service. 

‘Two of their special duties are looking after 
the teeth of young people fit for military serv- 
ice and giving priority treatment such as bridg- 
ing small or several gaps in sets of teeth by 
inserting fixed substitutes. So-called bridges, 
desirable though they may be, are no longer 
admissible. Furthermore, for the duration of 
the war, plates may be replaced only if front 
teeth or a certain number of molars are miss- 
ing. As hitherto, the provision of crowns and 
single false teeth will be permissible in the fu- 
ture wherever the dental surgeon or dentist 
considers this necessary to preserve a tooth or 
its root. A decided step forward in the realm of 
prophylactic treatment is the recommendation 
to fill even the smallest soft spots in teeth with 
a view to forestalling more serious damage. On 
the other hand, it is suggested that teeth with 
deep cavities or with the apex affected should 
be extracted, as proper treatment would re- 
quire too much time. The rules apply equally 
to private practice. The population is expected 
to show its appreciation of these measures, and 
everyone is requested to pay attention to all 
proposals of dental surgeons and dentists based 
on the new rules and to postpone additional 
requirements until after the war. 


Army Orricer Finps NATIVES 
or New GuineA Have Sounp TEETH 


Dental examinations made of 308 
native New Guinea males between the 
ages of 15 and 35, made by Capt. Oscar 
Bean, Army Dental Corps, reveal that 
despite the fact that the natives, with 
few exceptions, do not use toothbrushes, 
their teeth are in good condition. Two 
hundred and eight, or about 67 per cent 
of the group, had no missing teeth or 
cavities; fifty-seven, or about 18 per 
cent, required some emergency dental 
service, such as extractions, treatment 
of acute infections or denture service; 
15 per cent of the men examined re- 
quired some kind of dental restoration, 
but not of an emergency nature. There 
were no impacted third molars and there 
was practically no malocclusion.

HORACE WELLS CENTENARY CELEBRATION 


Commemorate Horace Wells Centenary in 
Program at Hartford, Conn., December 11 


The Horace Wells Centennial, which 
has been marked throughout the nation 
by dental societies during the present 
year, will be brought to a close December 
11 with an elaborate program at Hart- 
ford, Conn., in which dental, medical 
and civic groups will participate. The 
program is under the direction of the 
Horace Wells Centenary Committee, of 
which Eugene M. Clifford, Hartford, is 
chairman. 

Because of wartime transportation dif- 
ficulties, it has not been possible to sched- 
ule a national meeting to mark the cen- 
tennial as originally planned, but the 
committee urges all dental schools, com- 
ponent and constituent societies to mark 
the anniversary locally December 11 
with appropriate ceremonies. 

At the recent meeting of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association in Chicago, Tues- 
day, October 17 was officially desig- 
nated as “Horace Wells Day” and a cer- 
emonial was held, preceding the third 
session of the House of Delegates. 
HARTFORD PROGRAM.—The program at 
Hartford will begin at 9 a.m. in the 
Hunt Memorial and Avery Memorial 
buildings. Programs in the two audi- 
toriums will run concurrently so as to 
allow guests a choice of speakers. Among 
the speakers already announced by Ar- 
thur H. Merritt, chairman of the Essay 
and Program Committee, are: Howard 
R. Raper, Albuquerque, N. M., 
“Glimpses of the Man, Horace Wells” ; 
Theodor Blum, New York, N. Y., “His- 
tory and Use of Local Anesthesia in 
Surgery” ; E. A. Rovenstine, M.D., pres- 
ident of the American Society cf An- 
esthetists, New York City, “Nitrous 


Oxide: Highlights and Sidelights” ; 
Charles J. Wells, M.D., Syracuse, N. Y., 
“Horace Wells, the Discoverer of Anes- 
thesia” and Arno B. Luckhardt, profes- 
sor of physiology at the University of 
Chicago and discoverer of ethylene an- 
esthesia. 

LUNCHEON SESSION.—At the luncheon 
meeting, there will be short speeches by 
Gov. Raymond E. Baldwin, Connecticut, 
Sen. Francis Maloney, H. Gildersleeve 
Jarvis, president of the Connecticut 
Medical Society, Walter H. Scherer, 
Houston, President of the American 
Dental Association, and Arthur H. Mer- 
ritt, Past President of the American Den- 
tal Association. The main address at the 
luncheon will be given by Thomas Par- 
ran, Surgeon General of the United 
States Public Health Service. 

The Hartford program also includes 

the unveiling of a plaque marking the 
site of the former home of Horace Wells.

Present plans also include 
a nation-wide broadcast originating at 
the Hartford meeting. 
HISTORIC VOLUME.—Wvilliam J. Gies has 
been appointed by the committee to be 
the editor of an “historic volume” on the 
centennial celebration. He has recently 
reported : “Materials in accord with the 
provisional plans are being assembled. It 
is expected that the volume will be kept 
open, to include the addresses at the - 
meeting in Hartford December 11. The 
book will be an effective representation 
of the Wells Centenary Celebration, and 
so constituted as to be a great tribute to 
Wells and an honor to the dental pro- 
fession.” 
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RESOLUTIONS.—During the past year, 
several resolutions have been passed to 
commemorate the centennial. The Con- 
necticut State Legislature, in a special 
session January 28, 1944, passed a reso- 
lution on Horace Wells. The American 
Medical Association, at its recent annual 
meeting, approved a resolution which 
“commends and endorses the celebration 
during 1944 of the centenary of this ap- 
plication of nitrous oxide anesthesia by 
Dr. Horace Wells of Hartford, Conn.” 
The Anesthesiology Section of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association also passed a 
similar resolution. A joint resolution 
memorializing the name of Horace Wells 
was recently passed by the U. S. Con- 
gress.

Plans now have been completed to 
expand the services of the Central Of- 
fice of the American Dental Association 
to provide information to members and 
discharged veterans of the armed forces 
on various war and postwar problems, 
the General Secretary, Harry B. Pinney, 
announced recently. The staff of the 
Central Office will continue its efforts to 
assemble all available information that 
may be useful to dentists released from 
military duty. 

This information service is designed 
especially to aid those dentists who need 
data on the establishment or relocation 
of civilian practices and on veterans’ ben- 
efits to which they may be entitled.

DENTAL EXAMINATIONS STARTED IN 
New Yorx’s Caries-FLuorine TEst 


The New York State Department of 
Health recently began the dental exam- 
inations of school children in the city 
of Newburgh, which, with the city of 
Kingston, is collaborating in a long range 
demonstration to determine the practi- 
cability of mass protection -against den- 
tal caries by adding fluoride to public 
drinking water supplies. These communi- 
ties were selected as study and control 
areas, respectively, after careful con- 
sideration of many sections of the state 
which might be suited to such a demon- 
stration. Dental inspections of about 
1,000 children in various age groups of 
The pur- 
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pose is to obtain, at the outset of the 
demonstration, a dental caries index 
which will serve as a basis for compari- 
son with the terminal figures at the end 
of ten years, the length of time which 
must elapse before the full benefits of 
the water treatment are realized. Ac- 
cording to Health News, it is also planned 
to make a pediatric investigation -of 
a representative sample of the child 
population, including a general physical 
examination, urinalysis and x-ray films 
of the long bones and centers of ossifica- 
tion. Procedures for these examina- 
tions are now being prepared, and when 
they are completed a substantial portion 
of the child population will be exam- - 
ined. All examinations will be made be- 
fore the fluoride is added to the water 


supply.

PROCUREMENT SERVICE TO 
Arp DEMOBILIZATION 


The Procurement and Assignment 

Service, because of the great amount of 
information that it has gathered during 
the period of mobilization, will take some 
part in the demobilization program in 
the interest of the members of the pro- 
fessions who are now in service. This 
statement was made early in October 
by Paul V. McNutt, chairman of the 
War Manpower Commission, who also 
stated that the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service “has no interest in per- 
petuating its controls beyond the period 
necessary.” Mr. McNutt’s statement fol- 
lows : 
MCNUTT.— The war is not yet over and we 
must continue our efforts to keep the armed 
services supplied with a sufficient number of 
doctors, dentists and nurses to meet the criti- 
cal needs of this period of the war and also 
fulfil our obligation to the home front. 

“In common with the other divisions of 
the War Manpower Commission, however, 
the Procurement and Assignment Service is 
cooperating with those charged with the re- 
sponsibility for developing demobilization 
plans. In view of the information collected 
incident to the mobilization of our medical 
resources for war, this office can perform 
many useful services in connection with these 
demobilization plans in the interest of the 
members of the professions now in service. 
The War Manpower Commission wishes to 
be of whatever service possible, but in com- 
mon with all war agencies, has no interest 
in perpetuating its controls beyond the pe- 
riod necessary.” 

DIRECTING BOARD.—The Directing 
Board of the Procurement and Assign- 
ment Service, through Frank H. Lahey, 
M.D., chairman, issued a statement of 
policy September 23 calling attention to 
the réle of the service in mobilization 


and demobilization programs. C. Wil- 
lard Camalier is the dental member of 
the directing board. The text of the 
board’s statement follows : 

In order that the point of view of the di- 
recting board of the Procurement and As- 
signment Service may be understood by the 
professions, the following statement of policy 
was adopted at its meeting September 23, 
1944: 

1. The procurement and Assignment Serv- 
ice is an organization which was created at 
the request of these professions to meet a 
war problem and, in meeting its responsibili- 
ties this service has had the support of these 
professions. 

2. As a war agency, this service is dis- 
charging and will continue to discharge its 
obligations until the end of the war. It will 
cooperate with the agencies concerned with 
the effective utilization of the individual mem- 
bers of these professions who are demobilized 
before the end of the war. 

3. In the directive under which it was 
created, the responsibilities of the Procure- 
ment and Assignment Service did not extend 
beyond the duration of the war. 

4. Therefore, it does not contemplate deal- 
ing with peacetime demobilization, but will 
continue its activities, including cooperation 
with agencies working on demobilization 
plans, as long as the war continues.

Ross Heaps PostGRADUATE 
PROGRAM AT PENNSYLVANIA 


John W. Ross, Philadelphia, has been 
appointed vice-dean for dentistry in the 
Graduate School of Medicine of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, which will en- 
large the scope of its activities to include 
postgraduate studies in dentistry, accord- 
ing to a recent announcement by George 
William McClelland, president of the 
university. The graduate dental studies 
will be under the direction of Dr. Ross, 
who will work in cooperation with the 
vice-deans for other medical studies un- 
der Robin C. Buerki, M.D., dean of the 
Graduate School of Medicine. 

Courses are now being planned for 
graduate studies in oral surgery, ortho- 
dontics, prosthetics and oral medicine- 
periodontics. 

The first period of study for students 
under this program will be devoted to 
studies involving the medical sciences as 
applied to the clinical specialties con- 
cerned, together with the principles and 
practice of that specialty and its relation 
to other clinical specialties. The studies 
of this period will lead to a certificate. 

The second period of study will be 
under preceptors and this period must 
be preceded by basic studies at the uni- 
versity. The studies under the preceptors 
may be carried on at any approved in- 
stitution and academic credit will be 
granted for them by the university, pro- 
vided the specific plan for such studies 
for each candidate receives due approval 
and acceptance by the University. The 
successful completion of this period will 
lead to the degree of master of dental 
science in dentistry. 
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STATE OFFICERS’ CONFERENCE 


State Society Officers’ Conference Holds Symposium on 
“State Dental Societies and Postwar Planning” 


The annual State Society Officers’ 
Conference, which was held in connec- 
tion with the Annual Meeting in Chicago 
October 15, devoted its entire evening 
session before a record audience to a 
symposium on “State Dental Societies 
and Postwar Planning.” The symposium 
followed morning and afternoon sessions 
which had been devoted to a discussion 
of state and regional dental journals arid 
membership and administrative prob- 
lems of smaller dental societies. C. S. 
Foster, Cedar Rapids, Iowa, was presi- 
dent of the conference. 

Participants in the postwar symposium 
were W. N. Hodgkin, “Relocation of 
Dentists, State Licensure and Accessory 
Personnel in Demobilization Program,” 
C. W. Conklin, “Equipment and Sup- 
plies,” Allen O. Gruebbel, “Dental So- 
cieties and Plans for the Postwar Period,” 
Lieut. Col. Russell Sand, who read a 
paper on “The Demobilization of Den- 
tists,” prepared by Lieut. Col. John C. 
Brauer, Dental Division, Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s Office. Excerpts from several of 
these papers will be published in subse- 
quent issues. 

The following sections have been taken 
from the paper of Colonel Brauer : 

The demobilization of dentists from the 
Army subsequent to the cessation of hostili- 
ties will in a large measure be dependent 
on the course of the war in the several 
theaters, and the place of prominence or re- 
sponsibility each of the Allies is destined to 
assume in the postwar world. The number 
of troops, and in turn dental officers, to be 
retained overseas, as well as in the Continen- 
tal United States, will be governed by the 
military, political and social trends of all 


the major nations involved in the war, before 
as well as after the cessation of hostilities. 
Although tentative plans to fit every mili- 
tary, political and social situation have been 
completed, are in the process of being formed 
or are in legislative channels, such schedules 
cannot be put into effect or released until 
the actual events. There are, however, 
certain legislative accomplishments and trends 
which can be discussed at this time; such 
as dental treatment available to men im- 
mediately prior and subsequent to discharge, 
educational opportunities and loans available 
to veterans, release of surplus dental equip- 
ment and supplies, relief from active duty of 
dental officers, the coming peacetime Army 
and the advantages accrued as well as recog- 
nition received by the Army Dental Corps 
and profession during World War II... . 
POSTWAR EDUCATION: ‘There have been 
many questions regarding the Servicemen’s Re- 
adjustment Act of 1944, Title II, Approved 
June 22, 1944, commonly called the “GI 
Bill,’ as it pertains to education for the 
dental officer. In accordance with a recent 
interpretation by O. W. Clark, Assistant Ad- 
ministrator, Veterans Administration, it is 
stated that*: Any dental officer under or 
over 25 years of age is eligible to receive a 
year’s (or a period less than a year’s) refresher, 
retraining, postgraduate or graduate work in 
a recognized dental school, providing the 
dental officer has served ninety days or more 
on or after September 16, 1940, and has been 
released from active duty under honorable 
conditions. The dental officer will receive 
a stipend up to $50 a month if single ($75 
if married or with dependents) for a period 
not to exceed twelve months, and, in addition,

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the cost of the tuition, instruments and books 
will be paid by the Veterans Administration 
to the institution in an amount not to exceed 
$500. 

RELEASE OF DENTAL EQUIPMENT: Public 
Law 457-78th Congress (H.R. 5125)* calls 
for the appointment of a board consisting of 
three members which will set up regulations 
and the exact mechanism whereby surplus 
property will be disposed of. The act does 
stipulate certain definite provisions by which 
the board will be governed. It states that 
the transfer of surplus property from one 
Government agency to another shall be given 
priority over all other disposals. This means 
that any surplus dental equipment and sup- 
plies of the Army will first meet the needs 
of the Navy, Veterans Administration, Public 
Health Service or other Government agencies. 

If the Federal agencies have been satisfied, 
the second on the priority list are local gov- 
ernments and non-profit institutions. (Sec. 
13 (f)). This part of the bill says, (Sec. 
13 (b)) “Surplus medical supplies, equip- 
ment, and property suitable for use in the 
protection of public health, including re- 
search, may be sold or leased to the states and 
their political subdivisions and instrumentali- 
ties, and to tax-supported medical institutions, 
and to hospitals or other similar institutions 
not operated for profit. . .”. In other words, 
state, county or city departments of health 
and dental schools, within the limitations of 
the bill, will have the opportunity to obtain 
dental chairs, units, cabinets and instruments 
when the needs of the Federal agencies have 
been satisfied. The Government agency may 
dispose of such property by sale, exchange, 
lease or transfer, for cash, credit or other 
property, and upon such other terms and 
conditions as the agency deems proper. 

The Act states further that “the Board shall 
prescribe regulations to effectuate the objec- 
tives of this Act to aid veterans to establish 
and maintain their own small business, pro- 
fessional or agricultural enterprises, by afford- 
ing veterans suitable preferences to the extent 
feasible and consistent with the policies of 
this Act and the acquisition of the types of 


*An Act to aid the reconversion from 
war to a peace economy through the distri- 
bution of Government surplus property and 
to establish a Surplus Property Board to ef- 
fectuate the same, and for other purposes. 
Approved October 3, 1944. 
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surplus property useful in such enterprises.” 
Veterans in this instance refers to those of 
World War II. 

The Smaller War Plants Corporation also is 
given power to purchase any surplus prop- 
erty for resale to small business when, in ‘its 
judgment, such disposition is required to pre- 
serve and strengthen the competitive position 
of small business. 

The amount and type of supplies and 
equipment which will be available for pur- 
chase in the future is not known at this time. 
The regulations to be set up by the board and 
the course of the war, as well as the needs 
of relief organizations in liberated countries, 
will answer these several questions. 


RELIEF FROM ACTIVE DUTY: Considerable 
thought and comments have been directed to 
the question of relief from active duty of 
dental officers, during the past few months. 
The chain of events which led to the invita- 
tion of the ASTP early in 1943, the ces- 
sation of dental officer procurement in De- 
cember 1943 and the elimination of the ASTP 
does not ‘seem consistent with the relief from 
duty of dental officers, yet, if one analyzes 
all of the underlying circumstances, the de- 
cisions seem rational. 

There were several reasons that the War 
Department initiated the ASTP for dental 
students. A projected schedule for the pro- 
curement of manpower, including dentists, 
had to be made. The battle for North 
Africa had not yet been won, and the vic- 
tories which have unfolded since late 1942 
were only in the plans and minds of men 
responsible for the war effort. A review of 
the records also informs one that the number 
of dentists of combat age was limited. 
Then, too, the final reports of procurement 
show that 7,259 dentists’ names were submit- 
ted by the State Assignment and Procurement 
chairman as available for duty, yet 1,901, or 
26 per cent, refused commissions. Another 
20 per cent loss was experienced in the group 
who were willing to accept a commission, but 
who could not qualify physically. The num- 
ber of dentists available through the Selective 
Service or draft program was inadequate ac- 
cording to the procurement schedule in 1942 
and 1943. The ASTP was therefore developed 
to assure a definite number of dental officers 
at regular intervals. The MAC source of 
dental officers had been unsatisfactory, since 
physical examinations for commissions had 
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not been a requirement. The close of the 
year 1943 found more victories, new esti- 
mates of needs and the decision that the 
ASTP could furnish sufficient personnel to 
warrant the cessation of procurement of 
dentists. The continued movement of troops 
overseas gradually created a surplus of dental 
officers in certain camps in the Continental 
United States, and the recent over-all mili- 
tary situation warranted a new ceiling in Den- 
tal Corps strength, which resulted in the 
elimination of the ASTP.° 

One of the first directives to permit the 
relief from active duty of dental officers was 
issued by the, Adjutant General’s Office 
January 12, 1944,‘ but this proved to be 
ineffective. An ASF Circular No. 156, May 
25, 1944, was then released ordering a study 
of the dental personnel of the service com- 
mands to determine how many were on duty 
in a limited service capacity as well as those 
who might be declared surplus. The last di- 
rective August 19, 1944,’ superseding all past 
circulars issued, provides for the relief from 
active duty of officers for whom no suitable 
assignment exists. 

Shortly after the release of this last cir- 
cular, which is still in effect, a memorandum 
was directed to the Surgeon General by the 
director, Military Personnel Division, ASF ,* 
which set up the mechanism whereby several 
hundred dental officers will be released from 
active duty. This directive was issued by 
Headquarters, ASF, to permit the release of 
older dental officers who are not on general 
service, and to replace such limited service 
men with the young ASTP graduates who 
are physically eligible for overseas combat 
duty. There have been many requisitions in 
the past few months for young dental officers 
of combat age in the organization of new 
units and for replacements. The release, there- 
fore, of the older men who are primarily in 
the limited service category will increase the 
physical efficiency of the whole Corps. The 
following priority will govern the release 
from Service Commands, Army Ground 
Forces, Army Air Forces, Defense Commands, 
etc. : 

1. Officers who are not physically capable 
of doing a full day’s duty operating at a den- 
tal chair. 

2. Officers marked for “limited service” who 
require special consideration as to climate, 
diet or type of work, or who qualified 


for assignment within the United States 
only. 

3. Officers whose relief from active duty 
can be accomplished under current War 
Department policies. 

4. Officers selected by the Surgeon Gen- 
eral who can be released with least detriment — 
to the service. This category will be used 
after exhausting categories 1 through 3, 


above, to such extent as necessary to make up 7 


the number required to be released to reduce 
the existing surplus. 

The plan just cited for the relief of dental 
officers should not be referred to, or construed, 
as an effort at demobilization, since an over- 
all demobilization plan will be in effect when 
the military situation will permit. 

It is interesting to note that during the 

first six months of 1944, 133 dental officers 
were relieved from active duty or separated 
from the service. Physical deficiencies ac- 
counted for 119 of the 133. Several hun- 
dred dental officers have been relieved since 
July 1, who are not included in the number 
of those additional officers to be relieved in 
the near future. 
PEACETIME ARMY.—Many inquiries have 
been made regarding the size of the peace- 
time Regular Army, how the dental officers 
are to be selected and what information is 
available at this time. Tentative plans are 
in the formative stage, and there is no in- 
formation to be presented, except that the 
Dental Division, in a memorandum to the di- 
rector, Military Personnel, SGO, June 20, | 
1944, recommended that the method of se- | 
lection, procurement, percentage in each 
grade, promotion and retirement follow the = 
policies of the Medical Corps. The size of © 
the regular peacetime Army and, in turn, 
the size of the Dental and Medical Corps 
will be governed by legislative enactments 
pending the course of the war.
